2. The activities of the Office of Security during the week 
of 6 - 12’November 1980 were highlighted by the following items: 


a. Commencing on 5 November and continuing 
throughout the reporting period, the Chief, Security 
Analysis Group, has participated in the debriefing 
of David H. Barnett. The purpose of this joint 
-FBI/CIA debriefing is to ascertain the full extent 
of information compromised to the Soviets. The 
Office of Security is acting as the intermediary, 
servicing requirements for other elements of the 
Intelligence Community. (U) 


b. On 7 November, a member of the Briefing 
and Services Branch, Technical Security Division, 
presented a worldwide Hostile Audio Threat briefing 
to 53 senior officers attending the National Crypto- 
logic School at the NSA Friendship Annex, Baltimore, 
Maryland.

c. A member of the Safety Group presented 
initial training to safety officers of the Inspec- 
tion Staff/DCI, Office of Information Services/DDA, 
and Policy and Coordination Staff/DDO, regarding 
their responsibilities as component safety officers 
as well as provisions of the Occupational Safety 5X4 
and Health Act, E. 0. 12196, and 29 CFR 1960, (U) 
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d. Two Information Systems Security Group Officers 
are attending the Seventh Annual Computer Security 
Conference in Boston, Massachusetts from 10-13 November.
